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Thousands Witness 
Ordnance Day Show

Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md.— 
Concrete evidence of the intense inter- 
est of American business men in the 
affairs of National Defense was given 
by the attendance of nearly 8,000 visi- 
tors from all over the United States 
at the annual Ordnance Day demonstra- 
tion here Thursday. 

The demonstration, a feature of the 
thirteenth annual meeting of the 
Army Ordnance Association, gave an 
opportunity to the business and indus- 
trial men to observe the advances be- 
ing made in ordnance materiel. 

With weather reports forecasting 
rain and the day starting with over- 
cast skies, the attendance, one of the 
largest on record, may well be taken as 
an indication that interest in National 
Defense is keen and intense, and not, 
as pacifists would have us believe, lag- 
ing.

Navy Budget Slash 
Decision Next Week 


ITH the Navy’s friends on Capitol 
Hill girding themselves for a fight 
against reduction of naval expenditures 
and for the adoption of a new building 


program, at the next session of Con- 


gress, the Navy settled down to carry 
out the demands of President Hoover 


for a huge cut in the 1933 budget. 

Faced with the order to cut $61,000,- 
000 from the 1933 estimates, plans are 
being considered which involve practi- 
cally every phase of naval activity, and 
the curtailment will probably be spread 
over the whole service. The plans in- 
volve the laying up of a number of na- 
val vessels, tentatively set at a fifth 
of the Fleet, and a reduction in the en- 
listed strength. Another proposal ad- 
vanced would mean the closing of two 
or three East Coast navy yards.

From the opening event until the 
conclusion of the demonstration every- 
thing moved with clocklike precision, 
without any outward show of haste and 
yet with no uninteresting intervals. The 
huge throng was moved from the main 
front to the plate range, to the anti- 
aircraft range, and then to the air 
field with smoothness and efficiency 
that bespoke painstaking and _ intelli- 
gent preparation by those planning the 
demonstration.

The morning demonstration present- 
ed first the small arms materiel, show- 
ing the Browning .50 and .30 caliber 
machine guns, the .276 and .30 semi- 
automatic shoulder arms. The next 
event was of particular interest in 
showing the development of propellant 
powder, for successive charges of black 
powder, smokeless powder and then the 
new flashless non-hydroscopic powder 
as fired in a 75 mm. gun, showed clear- 
ly to even the uninitiated observers 
these important improvements.

Bennett A. Molter, Air- 
Res., of New Orleans, La., as National 
Secretary of the Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation of the United States, to suc- 
ceed Lt. Col. Edgar J. Roberson, was 
made at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the organization, in

Colonel Roberson, who has served as 
National Secretary of the Association 
for more than two years, during the 
presidency of Col. Walter C. Cole, Air- 
Res., of Detroit, and since the election 
of Colonel Williams last spring, sub- 
mitted his resignation from the post 
at the session on Oct. 4. Col. L. Kem- 
per Williams, Inf.-Res., of New Or- 
leans, National President of the R.O.A., 
following the acceptance of Colonel 
Roberson’s resignation, announced the 
appointment of Major Molter as his 
successor and the committee unani- 
mously approved his selection.

President Approves 
USMC Personnel Bill 


PROVIDING accelerated promotion, 

but withholding the increases in 
pay which would accompany promotion, 
the Marine Corps personnel bill re- 
ceived the approval of the President 
this week and was made public at the 
Navy Department. 

The proposed bill, the full text of 
which is printed below, is to be pre- 
sented to Congress in December. 

A promotion system following the 
one in use in the Navy since 1916, em- 
bodying the feature of selection, is set 
up in the bill. Enforced retirement for 
officers not selected for promotion was 
originally provided in the bill, but was 
eliminated when it was necessary to 
redraft the bill so that it would not

Gives “Mex” Rank 

When President Hoover refused to 
approve the bill on the ground that it 
involved increased appropriations (it 
is estimated that the increase would be 
about $170,000 a year) the only change 
made in the wording of the bill was to 
add a section cutting out the enforced 
retirement feature, which would re- 
sult in an increase in the item for re- 
tired pay if left in, and adding a pro- 
viso by which an officer when promot- 
ed under the bill dees not get the ac- 
companying pay increase on the date 
of promotion, but must wait until the 
time he would have received the pro- 
motion under the present system for 
the higher pay rate. 

If the bill is enacted into law in this 
form, it is hoped that at some future 
time, when the financial condition of 


| the country has improved, the “mex” 


rank given by the measure can be con- 
verted into full rank by giving the in- 
creased pay which should accompany 
the rank. In order that this can be 
accomplished most efficiently the pay- 
withholding features were included in 
one section of the bill. 

The number of officers in each grade 
is rearranged by the bill so as to be 
in proportion to the distribution in the 
line of the Navy. Three additional ma- 
jor generals would be created by the 
bill, two line and one staff, while the 
number of brigadiers is reduced by two. 
The number of colonels is increased by 
5, the number of lieutenant colonels py 
38, and the number of majors by 31. 

The grades of captain, first and sec- 
ond lieutenants are reduced accordingly, 
for the total number of officers remains 
as at present. Promotion to the grade 
of first lieutenant after three years’ 
service as a second lieutenant is pro- 
vided. 

The text of the bill with explana- 
tory matter follows: 

Text of Bill 

A matter of paramount importance 
to the officers of the Marine Corps in-

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Press Divided On Naval “Economy” And Naval New Construction Holiday 





DITORIAL comment is divided on the matter of the President’s naval policy 
of economy. There are those who praise it as a method of promoting world 
peace, and there are others who recall the Republican platform upon which 





‘President Hoover was elected, and in which there was one particular plank 


which pledged the rounding out and maintenance of the Navy in regard to the 
ratio provided for in the Washington Naval Limitations Treaty. Also there 
is pointed out the constitutional obligation of the President to provide for the 
nat'onal defense. The President’s thrusts at the unnamed Navy officials, who, 
he claims, are working subterraneously for a big Navy, are held justified by 
some editors and by others are pointed out as pardonable actions on the part of 
elements with the natiorial defense benefit at heart. 


“THE United States Constitution, which President Hoover took oath to uphold 
and defend, imposes upon him the solemn duty to provide for the National 
security,” states the New York American (Independent). 

“The Navy, first line of defense, must be maintained at strength sufficient 
to guard ourlong coastal lines and far-flung possessions. It must be of a parity 
with the strongest, ship for ship and class for class. 

“A weak navy is a worthless, disaster-inviting waste of public funds; an 
adequate navy is the surest guarantee of peace.” 


“THERE can be no question of President Hoover’s sincerity and earnestness in 

calling for economy,” holds the Camden, N. J., Courier (Independent Re- 
publican). “We helieve he means the best in demanding this slash on naval 
expenditures, and we do not doubt that the Navy Department can effect a great 
many economies without injuring anyone. 

“We are unconvinced, however, that the savings to be gained by halting 
building would be of sufficient benefit to the nation, through tax reduction, to 
offset the danger of increased unemployment and the safety factors involved in 
failing to bring our Fleet up to the standard of the London treaty. 


“OLE neglect of opportunity to bring the United States Navy up to London 

treaty ratio or even to approach 10, 10.2 and 6.8 for America, Great 
Britain and Japan, respectively, leaves the actual ratio now 10 for this country, 
14.8 for Great Birtain, and 11.2 for Japan,” says the New York Mirror. “A one- 
year naval holiday would prevent laying of new keels, so the figures would 
be 10 for America, 15 for Great Britain, and 12.7 for Japan. 

“There is no guarantee of peace in the Far East situation with Japan mass- 
ing naval forces on the Chinese coast. It is somewhat significant that this ap- 
plause comes from abroad at a time when proposed cessation of building here 
would perpetuate America’s naval inferiority.” 


“BPPRESIDENT HOOVER thrusts bitterly at elements within the Navy Depart- 

ment which seek to ‘inspire’ the country through the press with naval 
‘expansion sentiment,” avers the Washington Star (Independent). “Reprehensible 
as such overstepping of the regulations, if such there has beer. mav he, its 
purpose at least is conceived in a spirit of national needs. Outside of the Navy, 
unfettered by regulations of any sort, is an organized, powerfui minority waica 
systematically assails and distorts the United States Government’s plans for 
adequate preparedness at sea. Its lobbying activities in Congress long have 
been notorious. While censure for extraneous interference with the naval budget 
is being meted out, a share of it should go where it belongs. 


“THE country will not be disposed to doubt the Secretary of the Navy, Mr, 

Adams, when he says that the proposed cut of the Navy creates ‘a very 
serious situation,’” holds the New York Herald Tribune (Independent Repub- 
lican). “Although the Navy’s enlisted strength was reduced by 4,000 men last 
Winter, it is now to be reduced 4,000 more. One-fifth of the ships 
are to be decommissioned or placed in reserve. Building already appro- 
priated for is to be reduced. How the reduction of personnel and of construc- 
tion work is consistent with a helpful spirit in the current depression is some- 
thing which Washington does not explain. 

“It was not unreasonable to hope that President Hoover would differ from 
some of his predecessors in having both the foresight and courage to act in this 
regard without the urging of public opinion. He was elected, we would point 
out, upon a platform which included the following plank, in line with the estab- 
lished policy of the Republican party: . 

“*We pledge ourselves to round out and maintain the Navy in all types of 
combatant ships to the full ratio provided for the United States by the Wash- 
ington Treaty for the Limitation of Naval Armaments and any amendment 
thereto.’ 

“Instead of adhering to this policy, President Hoover seems to be following 
the old, short-sighted course. For some years now the country has witnessed 
neglect of the Navy at the hands of Congress. It is now brought face to face 
with actual reduction of the Navy at the hands of an administration pledged 
to ‘round out and maintain it.’” 


“MM‘HE President is reported to be so outraged at the ‘backfire’ which officials 

in or closely associated with the Navy Department are trying to set up 
against his economy program, that he is prepared to take the issue to the people 
if necessary, to determine whether he, as executive, and Congress, as legislative, 
or whether the various departments are to be in charge of the nation’s spend- 
ing,” says the Providence, R. I., Bulletin (Independent). 

“Thus, President Hoover hits out against the big Navy people not only on 
grounds of economy, but on the supposition that they are endangering the pro- 
gram of peace stabilization in the world, which is the mightiest accomplishment 
he has set his head and hand upon performing. It is said that unless we go 
ahead with the strengthening of the treaty ratios we shall have no bargaining 
point at Geneva next year. That, too, might be true in an ordinary year. But 
at a time of straitened budgets and financial crises, might not other nations wel- 
come the American lead in forestalling construction for the sake of their own 
finances?” 


“THE argument is that if the United States discard over-aged tonnage during 

1932 and do nothing to replace it, tne end of the year will find the country’s 
auxiliary ships smaller than ever in ratio to the tonnage of Japan and Great 
Britain in these classes,” states the Richmond, Va., News Leader (Democratic). 

“As always, this argument overlooks the status of capital ships, ignores 
the value of the over-aged ships, and rests on the fundamentally-false premise 
that the safety of the United States depends on building up to the totals fixed 
by the London treaty. 

“The ‘risks’ of falling behind in an ambitious program of unnecessary con- 
struction are trivial compared to the gains from a good example in sound in- 
ternational economy. Bread means more than ships.”

New ROA Secretary 
(Continued from First Page) 
tion and Membership Committee, show- 
ing substantial progress in membership 
procurement. 

The Committee recommended ap- 
proval of the proposal submitted by 
Maj. James E. Murphy, Cav.-Res., of 
Detroit, Mich., that the Constitution 
and By-Laws be amended to permit the 
formation of Corps Area Councils 
within the organization. 

The idea behind the Michigan pro- 
posal is to form a Corps Area Coun- 
cil, composed of the Corps Area Vice 
President and the National Councilmen 
from each Corps Area, in order to pro- 
vide for closer cooperation and coord- 
inated effort. It is felt that the or- 
ganization is much too loose as it 
stands at present. 

The title of the Corps Area Vice 
President, under this plan, would 
changed to Council President for the 
particular Corps Area. The Council 
vice president would be one of the 
present national councilmen, as would 
the secretary. 

Each council would represent the Re- 
serve Officers Association in all mat- 
ters exclusively within its own corps 
area and maintain contacts with the 
Commanding General and other re- 
sponsible Army representatives therein. 
There would be stated meetings and 
reports of progress and necessary re- 
quests made to National Headquarters 
in Washington, which would thereby 
(1) know better what is going on in 
each corps area; and (2) be in posi- 
tion to give assistance where needed. 

These councils, each year, would elect 
their own officers, and thereby obviate 
the present plan of having only a few 
delegates at national conventions select 
the corps area representatives. 
quently happens that only one or two 
and sometimes no delegates at all at- 
tend a national convention from a par- 
ticular corps area. By having the 
councils elect their own officers—follow- 
ing instructions of their constituent 
department conventions—it will remain 
merely for the national conventions to 
ratify these elections regardless of 
whether delegates attend the national 
convention from a particular corps area 
or not.

When the United States 
entered the war, he came home and 
joined the American Army as a Lieu- 
tenant in the Aviation Section of the 
Signal Corps, where his outstanding 
ability as a flier was soon recognized 
by his appointment to several important 
posts as instructor and inspector of 
aircraft materiel. 

After the war, Major Molter kept 
up his interest in army matters and 
when the Officers’ Reserve Corps was 
reorganized he was commissioned first 
as a captain in the Air Reserve and

(Continued from First Page) 
onstration, including an attack of 
ground targets and a demonstration of 
formation flying by attack planes, fol- 
lowed by an exhibition of acrobatic fly- 
ing and individual combat by pursuit 
planes. Next an observation plane fly- 
ing at 2,000 feet dropped three 50- 
pound bombs in salvo dangerously close 
to a sleeve target towed by another 
plane flying at 1,000 feet. The bombs 
exploded by time fuses and demon- 
strated a method of breaking up bomb- 
ing formations so that the individual 
bombers may be attacked by pursuit 
planes. 

The dropping of 2,000-pound and 
600-pound demolition bombs from a 
bombing squadron gave the spectators 
a thrill, while the laying of a smoke 
screen, which later was wafted gently 
over the crowd by an incoming wind, 
gave a realistic demonsiration of the 
use of this development of the Chemical 
Warfare Service and the Air Corps. 

The firing of one round from the 14- 
inch gun and one from a 16-inch gun 
was followed by antiaircraft firings. 
In the latter the 3-inch aintiaircraft 
guns, fired by a division of the 62nd 
Coast Artillery, literally tore to shreds 
the after half of the sleeve target, 
while the .30 caliber machine guns fired 
later while the target was closer to the 
ground also demonstrated remarkable 
accuracy. 

A four-man parachute jump and a 
demonstration of the autogiro con- 
cluded the day’s demonstrations, after 
which the visitors were given an op- 
portunity to inspect the Air Corps 
materiel.

(Continued from First Page) 
other powers, and that we would fall 
hopelessly behind Great Britain and 
Japan as a result of a building holiday 
such as has been discussed, even if the 
ether nations joined in the suspension, 
is ignored by these representatives of 
land-locked communities. 


Senator Swanson, ranking Democrat 
of the Senate Naval Committee, how- 
ever, has a proposal for a naval build- 
ing holiday, which would maintain the 
ratios fixed by the London Treaty. Sen- 
ator Swanson’s proposal, which so far 
has received no support, provides for 
an agreement with other nations for a 
suspension of building by other pow- 
ers and just enough construction by the 
United States to enable us to gain 
parity with Great Britain by 1936. 


At the Navy Department the alarm 
that was evidenced when the President 
ordered $61,000,000 cut from the bud- 
get has quieted down, and Department 
officials, in obedience to orders, are 
endeavoring to bring about the cut. 
Conscious that the cut cannot be made 
without lowering the efficiency of the 
Navy, they are attempting to devise 
a plan whereby the harm will be as 
little as possible.

The revised budget is expected to be 
placed before Secretary Adams today 
or Monday, and the matter finally set- 
tled by the end of next week.

Obviously that degree of naval 
strength is dependent upon the degree 
of naval strength kept up by the other 
naval powers in the world.

“At the three Naval Conferences on 
Limitation of Armaments that have 
been held—the Washington Conference, 
the Geneva Conference, and the London 
Conference—the American demands, 
based on the judgment of our leading 
statesmen and naval experts, have 
crystallized into a demand for a navy 
equal to that of any other one naval 
power in the world, which means the 
navy of Great Britain, and a ratio of 
substantially five to three with the 
navy of Japan.

| the treaty we would have made up for 








or a failure to keep our Navy up to the 
necessary standard required by our 
naval needs should not, in my judg- 
ment, be made by the next or any fu- 
ture Congress. 

“At all of the conferences that have 
been held the United States has con- 
sistently sought to lower the limits of 
naval armaments to be agreed upon 
so long as the ratios of the Washington 
Treaty were substantially conserved. 

“The limitations agreed upon at the 
London conference represent the low- 
est limitations that could be feasibly 
reached at that time. Whether or not 
at the coming Geneva conference a 
lower limit can be reached is problem- 
atical. I trust that it can be reached, 
but under no circumstances should 
anything but a proportionate decrease 
by all concerned be agreed to, and at 
| the coming Geneva conference the in- 
terests of this country should be as 
effectively safeguarded as are the in- 
terests of the other naval powers. 

“At the Washington and London con- 
fetences the sacrifices made have been 
made almost entirely by, our people. 
In further conferences we must see to 
it that for the sake of reaching an 
agreement our own needs and our own 
wants are not sacrificed for the benefit 
of the other powers. 

“However worthy may have been the 
intentions of those who have let us into 
disarmament conferences the fact yet 
remains that we have come out of both 
the Washington conference and the 
London conference relatively weaker 
rather than stronger as regards naval 
armament than we went into those con- 
fereces. 

“In the present chaotic condition of 
the world no one can predict the fu- 
ture. I sometimes wonder what would 
happen to this country if through some 
unforeseen event we were forced into 
a war and came out on the losing side. 
Should any such distressing event 
occur we may be very sure that the 
United States would be called upon to 
pay the entire cost of such a war, and 
probably a considerable proportion of 
the existing debts of the countries 
lined up against us. 

“Year by year we are getting into a 
situation, through the weakening of 
our national defense, where the possi- 
bility of such a catastrophe becomes 
more and more possible. 

“Since the ratification of the Wash- 
ington Treaty this country has done 
very little naval building, hoping that 
our example of nonbuilding would be 
followed by the other naval powers. 
The result has shown that the hope 
was without foundation. Great Brit- 
ain, Japan, France and Italy have all, 
while we were marking time, built up 
their navies extensively in categories 
of ships other than the capital ships 
limited by the Washington Treaty. 

“The London Treaty provided for the 
scrapping of no existing ships, except 
in the capital-ship class, until its close, 
in 1936, and the result is that the na- 
vies of both Great Britain and Japan, 
with the modern ships that they have 
been building since the ratification of 
the Washington Treaty, far exceed the 
treaty ratios so far as we are con- 
cerned, and will far exceed them when 
the ships which we are now building 
are added to our naval strength. 

“If we add no further ships to our 
Navy by the close of the year 1936—in 
the destroyer and submarine categories 
—we can get numerical equality with 
Great Britain only by including in our 
quota vessels which are due for the 
scrap heap. Manifestly the addition 
of such vessels will not give us an 
equal combatant strength. 

“In the cruiser and aircraft carrier 
categories we have no old vessels that 
could be added, and unless we further 
build up we shall be far behind in those 
categories. 

“When the London Treaty was be- 
fore the Senate for ratification one of 
the principal arguments made in its 
favor was that the treaty would enable 
us to catch up with Great Britain and 
Japan, and that at the expiration of 





our lack of building in the past and be 
in a better position to treat at any fu- 
ture naval conference. This is pre- 
cisely what we have not done, and we 
are now in the-position of entering the 
Geneva Conference, and any future 
conference that may be held, subject to 
the accusation that as we have done 
nothing to realize them we have no 
real naval needs for a navy equal to 
that of Great Britain, or on a basis of 
5 to 3 or 3.5 with Japan. 

“The proposition that has recently 
been quoted as having the approval of 
our Government to declare a year’s hol- 
iday in ship building entirely stultifies 
the claim of our delegates to the Lon- 
don Conference that the treaty called 
a halt on the ship building of the other

“Any naval holiday that puts off our 
catching up is clearly a detriment to 
this country and an advantage in arm- 
ament to other countries at our ex- 
pense. 

“Our Navy is rapidly becoming a col- 
lection of antiquated ships. Under the 
terms of the London Treaty the life of 
a destroyer is fixed at 16 years. By 
the end of the year 1934 we shall not 
have a destroyer in our Navy that is 
not, under the terms of the Treaty, 
obsolete. The quota allowed us under 
the Treaty is 150,000 tons, which means 
substantially 100 destroyers of 1,500 
tons each. At the last session of Con- 
gress $10,000,000 was appropriated to 
start during the current fiscal year the 
construction of 11 of these destroyers, 
a little more than one-tenth of the 
Treaty compiement. 

“The smallest number of destroyers 
needed with the fleet under the econ- 
omy plan now in force in the Navy is 
about 80, and yet with the situation 
facing us where all of our destroyers 
will be obsolete inside of three years 
for some unknown reason the powers 
that be have decided that the 11 de- 
stroyers authorized and appropriated 
for by Congress in the interests of 
economy should not be built, and have 
awarded contracts for only five.

(Continued from First Page) 
commander, and that system, with 
slight modifications, has operated suc- 
cessfully and efficiently. It is obvious 
that the solution of our own problem 
lies in the adoption of a similar sys- 
tem, with such modification as is neces- 
sary to meet the different conditions 
obtaining in the Marine Corps. 

Existing Personnel Conditions 

The present method of promotion in 
the Marine Corps, with slight variation, 
is one of seniority. Each officer, sub- 
ject to examination, in his turn as he 
becomes the senior in his grade, is pro- 
moted to the next higher grade when a 
vacancy occurs therein. The rate of 
promotion depends entirely upon the 
number of vacancies, and these in turn 
depend upon such variable factors as 
retirements, deaths, resignations, dis- 
charges, and changes in the strength 
of the active list due to an authorized 
increase or decrease, or change in dis- 
tribution therein. The inherent fault 
of this method of promotion that se- 
riously affects efficiency is its depend- 
ence upon such variable factors as 
mentioned above to maintain progres- 
sion in the career of an officer. Cor- 
rect military organization requires that 
officers be distributed in grade in dimin- 
ishing numbers as the scale of rank 
ascends. The Marine Corps being more 
or less on a war footing at all times, 
its characteristics are such as to re- 
quire that this distribution in each 
grade be in a fixed ratio to the whole 
and not subject to variation except as 
the whole number of officers varies. 
This condition precludes the possibility 
of there being room enough in the 
smaller grade above for all of those 
in the larger grade below who have 
served therein the time sufficient to 
acquire the training and experience 
necessary for the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the higher grade. 

Under this system there is usually 
either too little promotion or too much 
promotion. Seldom does the mean of 
these conditions occur and a satisfac- 
tory rate of progress obtain. To have 
this latter condition for any material 
length of time would require a constant 
increase of the active list in small an- 
nual increments. Such a condition was 
approximated in the period from 1900 
to 1920, but can hardly be expected to 
occur again. Normally the method is 
bound to produce long periods of stag- 
nation, with efficiency adversely af- 
fected. Under such conditions officers 
remain in a grade longer than neces- 
sary to acquire the essential training 
and experience to fit them for advance- 
ment and become less efficient by rea- 
son of advancing age and failing in- 
terest. Infrequently the raverse of 
this condition obtains and for a short 
period promotion is greatly accelerated,

World War he served as a colonel and 
brigadier general of the National 
Army. 

General Jackson participated in the 
Spanish-American War, and received 
a silver star citation for gallantry. 
After the Spanish-American War he 
was ordered to the Philippine Islands 
where he participated in several en- 
gagements during the Insurrection, re- 
ceiving a second sitver star citation 
for attacking and defeating two com- 
panies of Insurrectos with seven sol- 
diers of the 24th Infantry at Sapun- 
dot, Luzon, on June 30, 1900.

Medal (United States), for exception- 
ally meritorious and distinguished ser- 
vices as Brigade Commander, 74th In- 
fantry Brigade, 37th Division, Ameri- 
Can Expeditionary Forces, in opera- 
tions against the enemy in Belgium. 





and again service efficiency is injured. 
A large increase of the active list 
brings into the service a number of 
officers of the same age, which, in turn, 
in the absence of further increase, pro- 
duces stagnation for a long period and 
too much promotion in the lower 
grades when they simultaneously re- 
tire. Under such circumstances offi- 
cers pass through a grade too rapidly 
for proper training and find themselves 
in a higher grade unprepared by rea- 
son of their limited training and expe- 
rience to perform properly the duties 


thereof. Such periods of rapid advance- | 


ment create many vacancies at the 
bottom of the list that are filled by ap- 
pointment of men of approximately the 
same age, thereby again producing the 
same harmful conditions in the future. 

The present method of promotion 
does not stimulate in the personnel a 
high degree of zeal and professional 
interest. It is believed that a system 
that fails to create in the personnel af- 
fected a positive incentive to excel is 
faulty. A correct system should stim- 


! ylate an officer’s interest in his pro- 








fession, arouse his energies, and bring 
forth his best efforts. In all callings 
and professions in civil life, individual 
efficiency of those engaged therein is 
the product of a spirit of competition, 
desire for financial gain, and hope of 
renown, or a combination of these fac- 
tors. This efficiency of the individual 
has in turn resulted in the advancement 
of the calling or profession itself and 
is undoubtedly an important element 
in the great economic and social prog- 
ress of our people. It is believed high- 


i; ly desirable that the Marine Corps have 


its destiny in the hands of a corps of 
officers who have the constant incen- 
tive to attain higher standards of pro- 
fessional worth. 
Future Conditions Under Existing Law 

An essential feature of a promotion 
system is reasonable equality of oppor- 
tunity. The existing seniority system 
falls far short of assuring such oppor- 
tunity. Many officers will spend two- 
thirds (28 years) of a normal career in 
the field and general officers’ grades, 
while others will serve the same pro- 
portion of a career as company officers. 
Many can only look forward to retire- 
ment as majors, while others serve 
more than one-third (14 years) of a 
career as general officers. 
class an officer finds himself is not de- 
termined by his demonstrated ability, 
but by the date of his original appoint- 
ment. 

An examination of the present ac- 


| tive list shows that advancement in 


the Marine Corps is already seriously 
retarded, and stagnation that will 
prove very injurious to its efficiency 
in the future confronts the Corps. Not 
a few officers are two grades behind 
officers of the line and staff of the 
Navy of corresponding age and length 
of service. 

The senior major of the Marine 
Corps was commissioned a_ second 
lieutenant Jan. 24, 1906. Not only is 
the entire class which graduated from 
the Naval Academy in June of that 
year now in the grade of captain, but 
part of the class of 1907 have also been 
promoted to captain. The entire class 
of 1918 will have been promoted to the 
grade of lieutenant commander by 
July 1, 1931, while the senior member 
of the 1918 class of officers of the 
Marine Corps will not be due for pro- 
motion to the grade of major for about 
10 years at the present rate of pro- 
gression. 

While it is apparent that the exist- 
ing conditions as illustrated above are 
not conducive to the highest efficiency 
and justify some measure of relief, it 
is only after an analysis is made of 
the effect on the present active list of 
a prolonged continuation of this con- 
dition that we realize some positive 
remedial action is urgent. A con- 
siderable number of officers now in 
the grades of captain and first lieu- 
tenant cannot hope for advancement 
beyond major before they are forced 
to retire for age. Many of them will 
spend 30 years, or three quarters of 
a normal career, as company officers. 
About the year 1950, all officers in the 
Marine Corps in the rank of captain 
and above will be over 50 years of 
age. At that time officers will be 
passing off the active list so rapidly 
by reason of retirement for age that 
many officers will pass through two 
or even three of the senior grades in 
as many years. They will be old men 
who have spent their entire careers 
in subordinate positions. The Marine 
Corps will be officered by a corps of 
old men, and, paradoxical as it may 
seem, the upper grades will have little 
training and experience in their ap- 
propriate duties.

Proposed System 

The purpose of the proposed legis- 
lation is to change existing law regu- 
lating the distribution, promotion, re- 
tirement and discharge of commis- 
sioned officers of the Marine Corps and 
to place the Corps, so far as prac- 
ticable, under the laws governing’ dis- 
tribution, promotion, retirement and 
discharge of commissioned officers of 
the line of the Navy. It provides: 

(a) For promotion by seniority to 
the grade of major general. 

(b) For promotion by seniority 
from promotion lists to the grades of 
lieutenant colonel, colonel, and briga- 
dier general. 

(c) For boards to prepare eligible 
lists for appointment as heads of staff 
departments and promotion lists for 
promotion to brigadier general of the 
line, colonel and lieutenant colonel; and 
for the composition and ‘procedure of 
such boards.

(d) For the elimination by transfer

(e) Against too great a number of 
retirements in any one year by pre- 
scribing a um number, ex- 
pressed as a ratio to fit any 


list, and permits those over this maxi- 
mum number to be retained for an- 
other year on the active list and to 
have another chance for selection for 
promotion. ; 

(f) For readjustment of the percent- 
age distribution by grades. 

(zg) For promotion to first lieuten- 
ant after three years’ commissioned 
service. 

(h) For the payment of officers 
transferred to the retired list for non- 
selection at the same rate as now pro- 
vided by law for such officers in the 
Navy and for officers of the Marine 
Corps under the provisions of the Act 
of March 4, 1925. (244% multiplied 
by the number of years of service). 

Benefits of the Proposed System 

The Marine Corps will not derive all 
of the benefits now enjoyed by the 
Navy under existing laws. However, 
the immediate result would be the 
promotion of 2 brigadier generals to 
major general (line), 1 brigadier. gen- 
eral to major general (staff), 1 colonel 
to brigadier general, 6 lieutenant colo- 
nels to colonel, 44 majors to lieutenant 
colonel, 75 captains to major, 55 first 
lieuatnants to captain, and about 90 
second lieutenants to first lieutenant. 

Stagnation which now exists would 
be greatly relieved, only the more ef- 
ficient officers would be promoted, and 
officers who have already served too 
long in grade would assume new rank 
and duties more in keeping with age 
and length of service. This would un- 
doubtedly result in renewed profes- 
sional interest and increased efficiency. 

The text of the proposed bill, to- 
gether with an explanation of its pro- 
visions and of the Navy laws made ap- 
plicable to the Marine Corps, follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That hereafter commission- 
ed officers of the Marine Corps shall 
be distributed in grades, promoted, re- 
tired and discharged in like manner 
and with the same relative conditions 
in all respects as are provided for 
commissioned officers of the line of the 
Navy by existing laws, or by - laws 
hereafter enacted, except as may be 
necessary to adapt the said provisions 
to the Marine Corps, or as herein 
otherwise provided.” 

The purpose of Section 1 is to place 
the commissioned personnel of the Ma- 
rine Corps under the Jaws governing 
the line commissioned personnel of the 
Navy, rather than those of the Army 
which now govern largely. This 
change is, in addition to the increase 
in the efficiency of the Corps, very 
desirable, since almost all of its ser- 
vice is with the Navy rather than with 
the Army. 

The other sections are designed to 
adapt the Marine Corps to the Navy 


system. 
Distribution 

The Navy law (Act of March 3, 
1931) provides: That the total number 
of commissioned line officers on the 
active list at any one time, exclusive 
of commissiored warrant officers, shall 
be distributed in the proportion of one 
in the grade of rear admiral, to 
in the grade of commander, to fifteen 
four in the grade of captain, to eight 
in the grade of lieutenant commander, 
to thirty in the grade of lieutenant, to 
forty-two in the grades of lieutenant 
(jg) and ensign, inclusive: Provided, 
That no officer shall be reduced in rank - 
or pay or separated from the active 
list of the Navy as the result of any 
computation made to determine the 
authorized number of officers in the 
various grades of the line.

In commemoration of the 150th an- 
niversary of the surrender of Lord 
Cornwallis at Yorktown, the President, 
by proclamation, recommended that 
appropriate religious services be held 
in the churches of the country on Sun- 
day, Oct. 18, and that Monday, Oct. 19, 
be observed in universities, schools, and 
other places.

EXPRESSION NOT ONLY OF OUR OWN ATTITUDE, but that of the mass of 
4 our fellow countrymen is the following editorial, which appeared in the New 
York Herald-Tribune, under the caption “The Government’s Example”: 

“If President Hoover had wished to discourage every private employer en- 
deavoring to keep as many employes in jobs as possible, he could scarcely have 
done anything more effective than the threatened cut in the Navy. In view of 
the Administration’s long and consistent fight to preserve jobs and keep wages up 
to a living standard, the charge of inconsistency is inescapable. 

“We do not share the opinion prevalent in Washington that the country cares 
little about national defense and that the Army and Navy are in ordinary times 
fair game for political attack. The index of editorial opinion runs overwhelmingly 
the other way. The country voted for a strong national defense when it voted for 
the Republican party in 1928, and we do not believe that it has changed its mind. 

“But even if the Washington view were correct, these are not ‘ordinary times.’ 
Unemployment has become a great national tragedy. It must be met in every 
possible method consonant with American principles. The President has done an 
admirable work in opposing the dole and insisting that the answer lies in jobs; 
but what becomes of his plea if in one of the most important industries in his 
charge (the Navy) he threatens to close yards, lay up ships, halt construction and 
inevitably add thousands to the ranks of the unemployed? 

“To the precise contrary, as we have contended in these columns, the present 
is the moment for increasing construction, for enlisting not fewer men but more. 
The numbers involved are not large; but the example is vital. Unless the problem 
of unemployment is approached by every employer in this spirit it cannot possibly 
be solved. 

“As we have previously attempted to make clear, the President’s attitude 
seems to us unsound from every point of view, an abandonment of established 
domestic policy and a destruction of any influence toward the reduction of world 
armaments; but the most tragic effect of the example, in our judgment, is upon the 
more immediate problem of caring for the nation’s workers. If times are so bad 
that workers in the nation’s first line of defense must be sacrificed, what job 


anywhere is safe?”

N THE DAY THE PRESIDENT ANNOUNCED his policy of banking relief, 

a conference on disarmament occurred between Secretary of State Stimson 
and Senator Borah. They both issued statements subsequently in which they 
dwelt upon the imperative need of international action and the influence such 
action would have upon world conditions. The editorial quoted above answers 
all the arguments these two officials have advanced. To relieve depression by 
throwing men out of work is a new method of bringing about prosperity. If 
shipyards be denied contracts they must close, and when shipbuilding is renewed 
the time required to regather the experienced organization will further slow 
down recovery. Conditions at home are paralleled abroad. The effect of dis- 
armament, consequently, will be to add to unemployment In every naval power. 
Just as governments are incurring debts to build roads, river and harbor im- 
provements, etc., so ought they to provide employment by the public works in- 
volved in ship construction and in the increase of army and navy personnel. 
There is such a thing as waste in saving public money, and the cut in naval esti- 
mates ordered and the effort to reduce armaments at this time furnish striking 


examples of this truth.

FtHICs APPARENTLY PLAY NO PART in the conduct of fanatical pacifists, 
In “The World Tomorrow” for October, there is an article under the signature 
of Harold E. Fey, described as professor of sociology at the Union Theological 
Seminary, Manila, in which the author seeks to establish that General Mac- 


Arthur is the von Bernhardi of America. In support of this view, Mr. Fey 
quotes von Bernhardi and then remarks of similar effect alleged to have been 
made by the Chief of Staff. At the close of the article a letter written by Gen- 
eral MacArthur is printed. Therein the General points out that the quotations 
assumed to be from an address delivered at Manila were extracts from a book 
under discussion at a Rotary Club meeting, and other quotations from a second 
speech were completely false. The General further said: 

“Your correspondent has apparently built up a very interesting analogy be- 
tween General von Bernhardi and myself. It, however, has two fatal points of 
weakness; one that it attributes to me remarks which I neither made nor concur 
in, and the other, that I am in marked opposition with the position of General 
von Bernhardi on almost all questions not only of national policies but of military 
tactics.” 

It would seem that this sweeping denial would have caused the editors to 
refrain from publishing the Fey article. But no! They supplement it by offering 
“supporting evidence” from Mr. Fey, which is in the form of items that appeared 
in Manila newspapers and which it is claimed were never repudiated. 

The purpose of “The World Tomorrow” in publishing such stuff is to adver- 
tise itself and its cause and to provoke controversy upon which it will thrive. We 
assume General MacArthur will give it no further attention. But we commend 
to the editors of that publication the ordinary ethics of journalism, which, after 
all, are only those of decent citizens, and suggest that their observance would be 
of advantage even in the campaign of disarmament they are pressing to Amer- 
ica’s hurt. We may add that we appreciate their association of the Army and 
Navy Journal with General MacArthur and others as examples of the “military 
mind.”

Assignments to 1932-33 AWC Class.—Seventy-five officers of the Army will be 
assigned to the 1932-33 course at the Army War College, it was announced yes- 
terday. In order to be eligible for selection for the course an officer must be a 
captain or of field officer rank, and must be not more than 52 years old on Sept. 
11, 1932, and physically fit. A further age restriction is added in that one-half 
of the quota of each arm or branch must not be over 44 years of age. An officer 
must be on the General Staff eligibility list, a second year student at the Com- 
mand and General Staff School, a graduate of the Army Industrial School, or a 
member of the present class, to be considered for the assignment to the War 
College. The requirement of last year that an officer must have been graduated 
from the Command and General Staff College two years previous to going to the 
War College, has been removed. 

The quota of officers for each arm and branch has been fixed as follows: In- 
fantry, 23; Cavalry, 8; Field Artillery, 9; Coast Artillery, 7; Air Corps, 4; Corps 
of Engineers, 3; Signal Corps, 2; Adjutant General’s Department, 1; Quarter- 
master Corps, 3; Ordnance, 2; Medical Corps, 2; Chemical War Service, 1, and 
10 to be selected by the Secretary of War. The selections of the head of arms 
and branches must be made by Nov. 1, 1931.

The vehicles have been apportions| as follows: Four to the 61st Coast 
Artillery, Ft. Sheridan, Ill.; one to the 62nd Coast Artillery, Ft. Totten, N. Y.; 
four to the 63rd Coast Artillery, Ft. MacArthur, Calif.; four to the 64th Coast 
Artillery, Ft. Shafter, T. H.; one to the 12th Coast Artillery, Ft. Monroe, Va., 
und four to the 69th Coast Artillery, Ft. McClellan, Ala. 


The new prime mover represents a distinct advantage in this field. The 
Specifications of the ones being distributed are now standard for the 3-inch AA 
prime movers. These specifications were drawn up after extended tests upon 
various types of trucks submitted by various manufacturers. Bids were invited 
on the specifications thus worked out and the contract awarded to the General 
Motors Corporation. 

The truck is a 10-ton, 6-wheel vehicle with a 4-wheel drive. It weighs 18,000 
pounds, is 23 feet 8 inches long, 8 feet wide and 8 feet 1 inch in height. The 
6-cylinder engine develops 175 horse power which gives the vehicle a speed of 
from 2 to 40 miles an hour through its 12 speed transmission. The GMC prime 


hed is capable of carrying a cargo of 8 tons and towing the gun which weighs 
ons.

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Line Selection Board to Meet.—A line selection board will be convened about the 
first of December-to recommend at least six naval officers for promotion to rear 
admiral; 22 for promotion to captain, and 44 for promotion to commander. Under 
the Britten Bill, it is netessary to select officers numbering ten per cent of the 
total in the grade above. It is not expected that there will be many selections 
in excess of the minimum prescribed by the Britten Bill. 

This was announced in Bureau of Navigation Circular No. 76-31, which 


follows: 
“1, A Board on Selection to recommend officers of the line for promotion to 
the grades of rear admiral, captain, and commander will be convened about Dec, 


1, 1931. 

“2 Records of all officers in the grades of captain, commander and lieutenant 
commander who, on Nov. 30, 1931, will have served therein for a period of four 
years, will be submitted to the board for its consideration. 

“3 Attention of those officers eligible for consideration is called to the pro- 
visions of paragraphs 4 and 5, Article 1655, Navy Regulations, and to footnote 24 
as amended of Section 1283, Naval Courts and Boards. The latter reference pro- 
vides, only at the request of the officer concerned, for a special board of medical 
examiners in the case of any officer whose medical record may indicate his pos- 
sible unfitness for promotion.”

Representative Collins Suggests Reduction of Officer Personnel.—Representative 
Ross Collins (D), of Mississippi, yesterday issued a statement which expanded 
his ideas of effecting economy that he outlined last week in an interview with the 
Army and Navy Journal. Congressman Collins, who will become chairman of the 
House Subcommittee on the War Department Appropriations if the Democrats 
organize the House next session, suggested a reduction of 4,000 in the Army offi- 
cers, elimination of the horse, abolition of compulsory military training, and 
abandonment of the National Board for Promotion of Rifle Practice. The sug- 
gestions which, according to Representative Collins, would effect savings in the 
War Department Appropriation Bill without hurting national defense, follow: 

A reduction in Army officers by 4,000 officers. He reiterated his former state- 
ments that we have more Army officers now than we know what to do with and 
that we could easily dispense with 4,000; that they should be retired on the usual 
three-fourths pay, but even though they were retired on full pay that the savings 
to the Government in allowances and quarters and other ways would amount 
to perhaps $20,000,000. 

He suggested a gradual elimination of the horse, as he stated that the horse 
is obsolete in warfare and that the sooner he is displaced with modern motive 
power the larger will be the effectiveness of the Army. He said that even though 
motive power supplanted the horse there would still be a saving because motive 
power is not as costly as the horse. 

He stated that the R. O. T. C. in high schools and elementary schools is a 
waste of public money and should be entirely abandoned. He stated further that 
the R. O. T. C. colleges and universities should be made elective instead of com- 
pulsory, and that if this change was made the organized reserves would get more 
officers. and better officers than they are getting now. He pointed out that we 
annually train about 150,000 men in the schools and colleges, and annually are 
able to get about 2,000 officers who stack as officers in the Reserve, and that it is 
his opinion by making the courses elective the Reserve will get at least this num- 
ber and perhaps a larger one. 

He stated that the National Board for Promotion of Rifle Practice should be 
entirely abandoned because’ of its worthlessness; that about the only persons 
that were trained to shoot were those men and women who were too old to engage 
in actual warfare even though war was declared; that target shooting is a very 
nice sport for these older men and ladies, but that like golf, tennis and the pitch- 
ing of horse shoes, the expense ought to be borne by those engaged in the sport. 
He further stated that the War Department recognized fully the usefulness of 
this work and would like to place it in the discard where it properly belongs. 


General Summerall Speaks at Unveiling—General Charles P. Summerall, retired 
Chief of Staff of the Army, made the address at the unveiling of a bust of William 
Henry Harrison in the Virginia Hall of the Presidents at Richmond, Va., Tues- 
Gay, Oct. 6. The bust was the sixth of a series of eight of Virginia born Presi- 
dents round the Houdon statue of Washington in the Virginia capitol rotunda. 

The statue was sculptured by Chester Beach, and presented by Mrs. William 
Steel Gray III, who is a direct descendant of President Harrison. 

General Summerall said that Harrison was essentially a soldier despite his 
success as an administrator which won him the title, “Father of the Northwest.” 
Harrison was mainly responsible for the success of the Lake Erie campaign 
which brought Perry immortality; for the victory in the battle of the Thames 
which resulted in the defeat and death of Tecumseh, Indian ally of the British, 
and the last of the great Indian leaders. Harrison had previously defeated the 
Prophet, Tecumseh’s brother at Tippecanoe in 1811. 

As Governor of Indiana, General Summerall said, Harrison’s task became 
largely to drive the Indians out of the lands, a job which, as a soldier, he executed 
but which, as a gentleman, he probably disliked. The liberalization of the land 
purchase laws, which resulted in the settlement of the Northwest, are ascribed 
to Harrison by General Summerall. 

General Summerall discussed thoroughly the irony of the later career of 
Harrison, when his political friends, capitalizing the sneers of his opponents, 
brought him out, this Virginia born aristocrat, as the “log cabin and hard cider” 
candidate for the presidency. 

Harrison foresaw the importance of Detroit as a key to the West, General 
Summerall declared. He lost none of his battles because of his painstaking 
carefulness.

Many Visitors on Constitution.—Over a half million persons have visited the USS 
Constitution during the three months since her restoration, the Navy Department 
announces. Reports from Comdr. L. J. Gulliver, USN, commanding officer of 
“Old Ironsides,” reveal that from the time the vessel commenced her post-restora- 
tion cruise on July 3 until Oct. 1, 571,797 visitors had been aboard her. The city 
of Philadelphia had the highest total—154,000, while New York City was the 
next highest with 102,000 visitors. 


Authorize New Military Reservation for Pennsylvania.—The Pennsylvania Leg- 
islature authorized a commission to make a study of a site for a military reserva- 
tion to be used for the general training of the Pennsylvania National Guard 
troops. This commission recommended a new site between Swatara Gap and 
Indiantown Gap, an area approximately 2 by 4 miles, which is south of Blue 
Mountain, 23 miles northeast of Harrisburg. The commission also recommended 
a site between two ridges of the Blue Mountain, just north of the site mentioned 
above, approximately 2 by 6 miles for use as an artillery range. 

It was learned that an appropriation has been made for this land which is 
row being acquired.

number of commissioned officers above 
the grade of colonel, one shall be the 
Major General Commandant, one-half 
shall be brigadier generals, and the 
remainder shall be major generals.” 

Under this section, with the pres- 
ent strength, the total number of line 
general officers will be ten—the Major 
General Commandant, four major gen- 
erals, and five brigadier generals. 

“Section 3. That the heads of staff 
departments shall be general officers 
while so serving, in addition to the 
number of general officers otherwise 
herein provided, one with the rank, 
pay and allowances of a major gen- 
eral, and the remainder wich the rank, 
pay and allowances of a brigadier gen- 
eral. They shall be carried in the 
grades or ranks from which appointed.” 

All three heads of staff departments 
now have the rank, pay and allowances 
of brigadier general. Under this sec- 
tion, one of them will have the rank 
(but until Section 16 is repealed, not 
the pay and allowances) of major gen- 
eral. This is necessary in order to es- 
tablish approximate equality of oppor- 
tunity between line and staff officers. 
Without such approximate equality of 
opportunity, officers of the required 
capacity will be reluctant to take up 
staff work, which suffers accordingly.

This distribution is reasonable and 
merely places the Marine Corps on a 
parity with the Navy. An important 
factor in making this redistribution 
was to obtain a balance between each 
grade and the next higher grade. The 
only grade in which the proposed dis- 
tribution will make an increase of 
more than a small fraction of the total 
strength is that of lieutenant colonel. 
This grade, under its present ratio to 
the total number of officers is so 
small as to be out of all proportion to 
the other grades. The present ratio 
of lieutenant colonels is antiquated, 
having been fixed when the duties of 
that grade were limited mainly to ser- 
vice in regiments as second in com- 
mand under a colonel. The strength 
of the grade was therefore fixed at ap- 
proximately that of the grade of colo- 
nel. Under modern military practice, 
this grade has taken on a number of 
other duties and is now the grade 
from which should be drawn all ex- 
ecutive officers ofregiments, all bat- 
talion commanders, some post command- 
ers, many staff officers for the higher 
commands, and other executive and 
administrative officers.

““(b) Have been recommended for 
promotion by a selection board, or 
placed on a retention list, prior to the 
completion of 35 years’ commissioned 
service if a captain, of 28 years’ com- 
missioned service if a commander, or 
21 years’ commissioned service if a lieu- 
tenant commander. (In the Marine 
Corps bill, ineligibility by reason of 
length of commissioned service is lim- 
ited to officers of the grade of colo- 
nel.)” 

Any officer eligible for consideration 
for selection shall have the right to 
forward through official channels at 
any time not later than ten days after 
the convening of the selection board 
a written communication inviting at- 
tention to any matter of record in the 
Navy Department concerning himself 
which he deems important in the con- 
sideration of his case. 


Promotion Lists 

The selection board recommends for 
promotion from among those officers 
who are eligible a number equal to 
10 per celit of the authorized number 
of officers in the grades to which pro- 
motions are to be made, and in addi- 
tion thereto the number of existing 
vacancies and those which may occur 
prior to June 30. This will insure 
against the effect of too small a num- 
ber of vacancies by providing that in 
each year the number to be selected 
for promotion shall be equal to at least 
10 per cent of the next grade. If ac- 
tual vacancies exist in the upper 
grades at the meeting of the board, a 
number equal to the number of va- 
cancies is added to the 10 per cent. 
Since, however, the bill does not make 
promotions, which must await actual 
vacancies, the officers selected remain 
on a promotion list until they fall 
heir in seniority on the list to a va- 
cancy. In the extreme case, when the 
number of officers on the promotion 
list at the time of the meeting of the 
board, and left over from the last 
years, exceeds the 10 per cent, the 
number then to be selected for that 
year is reduced to 8 per cent. 


If the number of officers in any 
grade on the promotion list is at any 
time insufficient to fill vacancies then 
existing and which may occur prior to 
the regular convening of the next 
; selection board, the Secretary of the 
Navy, in his discretion, may convene

The Navy selection law (Acts of 
Aug. 29, 1916, and March 3, 1931), 
made applicable to the Marine Corps 
by Section 1 of the proposed bill, is, 
In effect, as follows:

“Section 5. That in computing the 
number of colonels to be recommend-

“Section 7. That selection boards 
shall consist of officers on the active 
list of the Marine Corps, the composi- 
tion and procedure of the boards to be 
determined by the Secretary of.the 
Navy.” 

The intent of this section is that the 
composi-ion and procedure of selec- 
tion boards in the Marine Corps shall 
correspond as nearly as practicable to 
that of selection boards in the Navy. 


“Section 8. That administrative 
staff duty performed by any officer 
under appointment or detail, on duty 
in aviation, or in any technical spe- 
cialty shall be given weight by the se- 
lection board in determining his fitness 
for promotion equal to that given to 
line duty equally well performed.” 

This is intended to insure that the 
selection of a line officer for promotion 
shall not be jeopardized by reason of 
assignment to duty in a staff depart- 
ment, aviation, or other technical spe- 
cialty. 

“Section 9. That Section 1493, Re- 
vised Statutes; U. S. C. 34:665, is so 
far amended in its application to the 
Marine Corps as to require that no 
officer shall be promoted to a higher 
grade, excepting in the case provided 
in Section 1494, Revised Statutes; U. 
S. C. 34:666, until he has been exam- 
ined by a board of Naval medical of- 
ficers and pronounced physically fit to 
perform all his duties at sea and in the 
field.” 

Since a large part of the duties of 
a Marine officer consist of expedi‘ion- 
ary duty in the field, it is necessary 
that he be not only physically quali- 
fied to perform his duties at sea, as 
required in the case of a Naval officer, 
but also physically qualified to per- 
form his duties in the field. The Sec- 
tion 1494 referred to permits the pro- 
motion of an officer found physically 
disqualified because of wounds re- 
ceived in line of duty, where such 
wounds do not incapacitate him for 
other duties in the grade to which he 
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of sea service in grade shall not apply 
to promotion of officers in the Marine 
Corps, and officers in the upper four- 
sevenths of the grades of colonel, lieu- 
tenant colonel and major, respectively, 
as stablishd by the first section of this 
Act, shall be eligible for consideration 
by selection boards and for promotion 
without regard to length of service in 
grade.” 


Two years’ actual sea service in 
grade is reyuired preliminary to pro- 
motion in the cases of captains, com- 
manders and lieutenant commanders 
in the Navy. It would obviously be 
impossible to have all Marine officers 
meet this requirement. 

Due to the appointment of officers 
in the Marine Corps in unequal incre- 
ments, varying from 4 in one year to 
77 in another, and to the lack of. uni- 
formity in the numbers of promotions 
to the several grades, it will so hap- 
pen in some years that there will not 
be sufficient officers with four years’ 
service in grade to permit selec-:ion 
boards to function to th best interests 
of the service. 

Retirement 

The first section of the proposed bill 
places the Marine Corps under the 
Navy laws regarding retirement of 
line officers. At present, officers of 
the Marine Corps are retired under 
, Army laws made applicable to the Ma- 
rine Corps by Section 1622, Revised 
Statutes. The general classes of re- 
tirement equally applicable to officers 
of all grades, such as retirement at the 
age of 64, retirement on own applica- 
tion after 30 or 40 years’ service, and 
retirement for physical disability (ex- 
cept on promotion examination) are 
not affected by the proposed change. 

Retirement, in the discretion of the 
President, of an officer after 45 years’ 
service as a commissioned officer, or 
who is 62 years old, which is -author- 
ized by existing law (Section 1244, Re- 
vised Statutes), is not previded in the 
retirement laws of the Navy. , 

If an officer below the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander fails physically on 
examination for promotion, and his in- 
capacity is in line of duty, he shall be 
retired with the rank to which his 
seniority entitled him to be promoted, 
but if an cfficer of the grades subject 
to selection fails physically on examina- °

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
considered, in the event of retirement, 
entitled to the rank of the next high- 
er grade. This is a change from exist- 
ing law governing retirement in the 
Marine Corps, which provides that any 
officer found physically incapacitated 
for service upon examination for pro- 
motion, and such incapacity is the re- 
sult of an incident of the service, shall 
be retired with the rank to which his 
seniority entitied him to be promoted. 

The Navy law (Act of March 3, 
1931) provides that officers of the 
grades of captain, commander and 
lieutenant conimander who are not on 
a promotion list and who, after the 
completion of 35, 28 and 21 years of 
service, respectively, become ineligible 
for consideration by a line selection 
board, or who, if on a promotion fist, 
fail professionally on their promotion 
examination, shall be transferred to the 
retired list. (In the Marine Corps 
bill, retirement if not selected for pro- 
motion prior to completion of the des- 
ignated period of servcie, is limited to 
officers of the grade of colonel.) 

To provide against too great a num- 
ber of involuntary retirements in any 
one year,a retention list is provided for 
in the Navy law. When the number of 
such retirements from any grade would 
otherwise exceed one-seventh of the au- 
thorized number of officers in said 
grade, less one-seventh of the author- 
ized number in the grade next above, 
the selection board concerned is re- 
quired to designate by name such ex- 
cess of officers for retention on the 
active list until the end of the next 
fiscal year. If not recommended for 
promotion, or again designated for re- 
tention on the active list, they are re- 
tired. (Applied to the Marine Corps, 
this provision limits the number of in- 
voluntary retirements in any year to 
five in the grade of colonel.) 

All lieutenants (captains in the Ma- 
rine Corps) who are forty-five or more 
years of age, or who have completed 
twenty or more years of service, count- 
ing all service to which they would be 
entitled to credit for voluntary retire- 
ment, and who fail professionally on 
examination for promotion, are retir- 
ed, or, if such officers were perman- 
ently appointed as ensign (second 
lieutenant) or above while holding per- 
manent warrants, they have the op- 
tion of reverting to warrant status in 
the lineal position to which their se- 
niority would have entitled them +had 
their service subsequent to such ap- 
pointment been rendered in the status 
te which they revert. 

All officers retired pursuant to this 
act receive pay at the rate of 22% 
of their active duty pay multiplied by 
the number of years of service for 
which they are entitled to credit in 
computing their longevity pay on the 
active list, not to exceed a total of 
15%; and all transfers to the retired 
list are made as of June 30 of the cur- 

rent calendar year.

Under existing law, an officer of the 
Marine Corps who fails morally on ex- 
amination for promotion is suspended 
from promotion for one year, after 
which time he is re-examined. If he 
again fails morally, he is honorably 

i with a year’s pay. Un- 
der the proposed law (existing Navy 
law which would be applicable to the 
Marine Corps), an officer who fails 
morally is at once discharged with not 
more than one year’s pay. 

Under existing law, an officer of the 
Marine Corps who fails professionally 
on examination for promotion loses 
numbers and is re-examined after the 
expiration of a year. If he again fails 
professionally, he is honorably dis- 
charged with a year’s pay if he has 
less than ten years’ service, and if he 
has more than ten years’ service, he is 
not discharged, but remains ineligible 
for promotion and is retired upon at- 
taining age in grade as follows: Lieu- 
tenant colonel, 50 years; major and 
company officers, 45 years. 

Under the proposed (Navy) law, an 
officer of the grades to which selection 
applies who fails professionally is re- 
tired, and officers of the grades below 
these to which selection applies who 
fail professionally are suspended from 
promotion for six months, except cap- 
tains who are forty-five or more years 
of age, or who have completed twenty 
or more years of service, for whom spe- 
cial provision is made (see under RE- 
TIREMENT), are re-examined after 
the expiration of that time and, in case 
of second failure, are dropped from the 
service with not more than one year’s 
pay. 

Other Provisions of Proposed Bill 

“Section 11. That an officer whose

name is placed on an eligible list for 
appointment as head of a staff depart- 
ment shall not be again considered for 
that office by any subsequent selection 
board, except as otherwise provided in 
this section, and shall in respect to 
involuntary retirement be in the same 
status as if on a promotion list: Pro- 
vided, That the Secretary of the Navy 
may, in his discretion, with the ap- 
proval of the President, remove his 
name from such list and submit it to 
the next ensuing selection board for 
consideration and recommendation. If 
recommended for appointment by said 
board and approved by the President, 
the name of such officer shall be re- 
placed on the eligible list from which 
removed without prejudice by reason of 
its having been temporarily removed 
therefrom. If not recommended by 
said board, such officer shall be subject 
to involuntary retirement under the 
same conditions as provided for in the 
case of an officer whose name is not on 
a promotion list.” 

_The purpose of this section is to 
give to officers whose names are placed 
on staff eligible lists the same right re- 
garding retention on those lists as is 
given to officers whose names appear 
on promotion lists of the line. 

“Section 12. That for the purpose of 
distribution and promotion in the Ma- 
rine Corps, grade and rank shall be 
considered as meaning the same.” 

This section eliminates any possibile 
ambiguity regarding the meaning of 
the words “grade” and “rank” as used 
in this act. 


“Section 13. That the Major General 
Commandant shall be appointed as now 
provided by law.” 

This section is self-explanatory. 

“Section 14. That the selection board 
recommending colonels for promotion 
shall recommend the number of officers 
of the rank of colonel directed by the 
Secretary of the Navy for appointment 
as head of each staff department, and 
the names of officers so recommended, 
approved by the President, shall be 
placed on an eligible list for such ap- 
pointment; one list for each depart- 
ment. As vacancies occur’ hereafter, 
heads of staff departments shall be ap- 
pointed for four years from officers 
whose names appear on the eligible 
lists for the respective departments.” 

This section provides for the prepa- 
ration of eligible lists for appointment 
as heads of staff departments in the 
same manner as line promotion lists 
are prepared, and continues the present 
practice of making appointments as 
heads of staff departments from officers 
whose names appear on the eligible 
list for the department concerned. In 
the preparation of the promotion lists 
for brigadier general of the line and 
the eligible lists for appointment as 
heads of staff departments, the same 
officers will be under consideration and 
may be placed on either a promotion 
list, or an eligible list, or both. To 
avoid conflict which might interfere 
with the operation of the general pro- 
motion system, it is necessary that the 
line promotion and staff eligible lists be 
coordinated, and this can best be ac- 
complished by having them prepared by 
the same board. 

“Section 15. That Section 7 of the 
Act of March 4, 1925 (43 Stat. 1272); 
U. S. C. 34:624, 630, 663, 669 and 684, 
and all other laws and parts of laws, 
in so far as the same are inconsistent 
with, or in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act, are, except as they apply 
to officers heretofore retired thereun- 
der, hereby repealed.” 

This section is merely a protective 
section and requires no particular dis- 
cussion. The provisions of Section 7 
of the Act of March 4, 1925, which are 
specifically repealed, are as follows: 

(a) For certification by examining 
boards of positive evidence of the offi- 
cer’s professional fitness for promo- 
tion. This is unnecessary with the se- 
lection system provided in this act. 

(b) For re-examination after failure 
professionally on promotion examina- 
tion and for discharge upon second fail- 
ure if less than 10 years’ service. If 
more than 10 years’ service, officer is 
not discharged, but remains ineligible 
for promotion, and is retired upon at- 
taining age in grade as follows: Lieu- 
tenant colonel, 50 years; major and 
company officers, 45 years. 

(c) For the establishment of annual 
eligible lists for appointment as briga- 
dier general of the line and as heads of 
staff departments, prepared by boards 
- officers and approved by the Presi- 
lent. 

(d) For appointment of brigadier 
generals of the line from colonels of 
the line whose names are borne on the 
eligible list. 

({e) For appointment of heads of 
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years from -permanent staff officers 
whose names appear on eligible lists, 
or, in case the name of no nent 
staff officer is borne on the eligible list, 
the appointment to be made from offi- 
cers of the grade of major and above 
whose names are borne on such list. 

(f) For retirement, upon attaining 
the age of 56 years, of any colonel 
whose name is not borne on a current 
eligible list for appointment as briga- 
dier general of the line or as head of a 
staff department. 


“Section 16. That officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps in the ranks or grades of 
lieutenant colonel and major shall not 
be retired because of not being on a 
promction list or on an eligible list 
for appointment as head of a staff de- 
partment, and shall be eligible for con- 
sideration for promotion by promotion 
boards without regard to completion 
of twenty-eight and twenty-one years’ 
service, respectively. Upon promotion 
or advancement after the approval of 
this Act, commissioned officers of the 
Marine Corps, except the Major Gen- 
eral Commandant, heads of staff de- 
partments with the rank of brigadier 
general, and an officer of the Marine 
Corps appointed as Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, shall receive the 
pay and allowances of the grade or 
rank from which promoted or advanc- 
ed: Provided, That officers in the 
grades or ranks stated shall receive the 
pay and allowances of the grades or 
ranks in which serving upon attain- 
ing the number on the lineal lists of 
such grades or ranks, as follows: Ma- |! 
jor general, 2 (excluding the Major 
General Commandant) ; brigadier gen- 
eral, 4; colonel, 35 (common list); 
lieutenant colonel, 38 (common list) ; 
major, 80; captain, 254; first lieuten- 
ant, 220.” ° 

This section 

(a) Limits involuntary retirements 
to officers of the grade of colonel who 
have completed 35 years’ commissioned 
service, and whose names are not on 
a promotion list, an eligible list, or a 
retention list. Colonels of the Marine 
Corps are now subject to involuntary 
retirement, if not on an eligible list 
for appointment as brigadier general 
or as head of a staff department, upon 
attaining the age of 56 years. Ther? 
are no colonels in the Marine Corps 
who will have completed 35 years’ com- 
missioned service prior to 1934, but 
after that year the effect of the pro- 
posed law as compared with that cf 
the present law will be about the same. 

(b) Prevents the cost for pay and 
allowances under the proposed redistri- 
bution in grades from exceeding the 
cost under the present distribution. 
The provision in this section regarding 
the pay of officers promoted after ap- 
proval of this Act insures that there 
will be no increased cost for pay of 
officers over that which would have 
obtained but for the passage of this 
Act. In other words, the proposed re- 
distribution will provide a number of 
promotions in the various grades, but 
in no case will an officer so promoted 
receive the pay of the higher zrade 
until he reaches the place on the list 
which he would have reached had this 
bill not been enacted.

The present financial state of the 
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Government makes it impracticable for 
the Marine Corps to obtain the full 
benefits of the laws now in effect for 
the Navy governing promotion and re. 
tirement, due to the additional cost 


that would be involved. The insertion 
of Sec. 16 is necessary to insure that 
the proposed bill will not increase the 
cost over that which obtains at pres- 
ent. However, it is hoped that it will 
be possible to remove the restrictions 
contained in this section in the near 
future in order that the Corps may ob- 
tain the maximum benefits of the pro- 
posed personnel system. 

Practical Operation of Selection Law 

Based on an actual strength of 1,030 
commissioned officers (plus 1 addition- 
al number), the proposed bill would 
create 1 additional line general, 5 addi- 
tional colonels, 38 additional lieuten- 
ant colonels, and 31 additional majors, 
and would result in the promotion of 
2 brigadier generals to major gener- 
als (line), 1 brigadier general to ma- 
jor general (staff), 1 colonel to briga- 
dier general (line), 6 lieutenant 
colonels to colonel, 44 majors to lieu- 
tenant colonel, 75 captains to major, 
55 first lieutenants to captain, and ap- 
proximately 90 second lieutenants to 
first lieutenant. 

All colonels, lieutenant colonels and 
majors in the upper four-sevenths of 
the strength of their grades, as es- 
tablished by the proposed bill, regard- 
less of length of service in grade, and 
all officers in those grades who have 
served four years in grade regardless 
of position on the lineal list, will be 
considered by the first selection board 
which meets after the passage of the 
proposed legislation. From among the 
officers considered, the board will pre- 
pare promotion lists for promotion to 
the grades of brigadier general, 
colonel and lieutenant colonel. The 
number of names on each list is lim- 
ited to 10 per cent of the grade next 
above, plus existing vacancies and those 
which will occur before June 30 of the 
calendar year. Eligible lists will also 
be prepared by the board for appoint- 
ment as heads of staff departments. 

Any colonel whose name is not on 
a promotion list, an eligible list for 
head of a staff department, or on a re- 
tention list, will be retired upon the 
completion of 35 years’ commissioned 
service. Not more than five colonels 
may be involuntarily retired in any 
fiscal year. When the number would 
otherwise exceed five, such excess offi- 
cers shall be designated by name for 
retention on the active list until the 
end of the next fiscal year, retaining 
in the meantime their eligibility for 
selection and for promotion. Due to 
the fact that no officer of the grade 
of colonel will have completed 35 
years’ commissioned service prior to 
1934, there will be no involuntary re- 
tirements until that year. 

Officers of the grades of lieutenant 
colonel and major whose names aré 
not on promotion lists remain in their 
grades, but remain eligible for consid- 
eration for selection for promotion by 
succeeding selection boards. 

Officers of the grades of captain and 
first lieutenant will be promoted by 
seniority, as at present, and second 
lieutenants will be promoted after com- 
pletion of three years commissioned 
service. 

Promotions to all grades below that 
of major general are made subject to 
the eligible officer passing the pre- 
scribed physical, mental, moral and 
professional examinations. 





To Sink Nautilus 


(THE Nautilus, former Navy sub- 
marine chartered for the Sir Hubert 
Wilkins polar explorations, and dam- 
aged in an attempt to reach the North 
Pole under the ice, is to be perman- 
ently sunk in deep water in the North 
Sea, the Shipping Board announces. 

Title to the submarine was trans- 
ferred from the Navy Department to 
the Shipping Board in June, 1930, and 
the vessel was chartered to Lake and 
Danenhower for the Wilkins expeditions. 
By terms of the charter, the submarine 
was to be redelivered to a North At- 
lantic port of the United States. Upon 
a request from the charterers indicat- 
ing that great dangers would attend 
any attempt to recross the Atlantic, re- 
delivery was accepted at Bergen; Nor- 
way, where the vessel is now laid up. 

Before taking action, the Shipping 
Board consulted with the Secretary of 
the Navy and it is with his full under- 
standing that this method of repossess- 
ing the vessel and its subsequent dis- 
posal has been adopted. The submarine 
is one of those designated for scrapping 
by the Navy.

Fest LT. JAMES E. ADAMS,

Lieutenant Commander Harlow lived 
at 3407 O Street.

For his World War service, he was 
given the Navy Cross. He participated 
in the only direct attack upon a Ger- 
man submarine which was forced to 
surrender to an American war vessel, 
when he was executive officer of the 
USS Nicholson. The Nicholson, with 
the USS Fanning, on Nov. 17, 1917, 
off the south coast of Ireland, engaged 
the German submarine U-58, as a re- 
sult of which the submarine was forc- 
ed to come to the surface and sur- 
render. 

His citation follows: 

“For distinguished service in the 
line of his profession as executive of- 
ficer of the USS Nicholson in an at- 
tack upon the German submarine U-58 
and subsequently in boarding and tak- 
ing command of the torpedoed steam- 
ship Luckenbach, which through his 
firm and efficient action was brought 
safely into port.” 

Lieutenant Commander Harlow was 
born in Annapolis, Oct. 28, 1890, and 
was appointed ‘to the Naval Academy 
by President Roosevelt in 1908. He was 
graduated from the Academy and com- 
missioned an ensign in 1912. He serv- 
ed on various ships until his World 
War encounter with the enemy subma- 
rine brought him into prominence.

Tau Beta Kappa 


THE National Capital is the home and 

the birthplace of a unique organiza- 
tion indirectly associated with the mil- 
itary services. It bears the name of 
Tau Beta Kappa Fraternity and plays 
an interesting and important part in 
the lives of the Army, Navy, and Ma- 
rine Corps juniors living in the city 
and environs of Washington. 


Founded in the month of March, 
1926, by the sons of several army of- 
ficers living in Washington, and aided 
by Captain Mynatt, an officer of con- 
siderable fraternity experience, the 
brotherhood has made steady and fa- 
vorable progress. Having as their pri- 
mary objective the purpose of creating 
a fraternity which would embody the 
ideals of the service and draw into 
closer contact those of military par- 
entage, the founders early determined 
to restrict the membership to the sons 
of active or retired officers in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
regular service. Among the groups that 
have composed the membership of Tau 
Beta Kappa there have existed not only 
the common ties of service blood, but 
an added bond in the fact that many 
members have joined in preparing for 
West Point and Annapolis. The fra- 
ternity is represented in all the four 
classes at both the U. S. Millitary and 
the U. S. Naval Academy, and in ad- 
dition has members at Harvard, Yale, 
Pennsylvania, Georgetown, Maryland, 
California, Washington, Stanford, 
Georgia Tech, Tennessee, Hawaii, Duke, 
South Carolina and other schools. 


Recognizing the worthwhile qualities 
of the organization, the officers sta- 
tioned in Washington have joined in ex- 
tending it their liberal indorsement. 
This has made possible the holding of 
dances and other social functions at the 
Army War College and the Army-Navy 
Club. Through the same channels it 
has succeeded in obtaining the sanction 
and recognition of the Washington 
Board of Education. 


To historicize a bit the Army has 
thus far held a slight advantage in the 
matter of electing presidents. There 
have been six, and the Navy has run 
second by the score of four to two. 
The Army leaders have been George 
L. Strong, William Menoher, Duncan 
King, and Lundeen Steele. The Navy 
has been represented by Thomas Snow- 
den and Alvin Croghan. 

In an effort to extend the benefits to 
other Army and Navy centers, plans 
for expansion are now contemplated. 
Early this Fall a chapter has been or- 
ganized at Schofield Barracks and Pearl 
Harbor in the Hawaiian Islands, and 
it is desired to expand elsewhere in 
the United States. Groups of service 
boys at any large base, and partic- 
ularly at Ft.

(This is the second and concluding 
part of an article outlining the pro- 
curement and procurement planning 
activities of the Assistant Secretary of 
War, prepared for the Army and 
Navy Journal in the Office of the As- 
sistant Secretary of War.) 


yp ORDER that the Assistant Secre- 


tary of War may carry out his 
statutory duties in regard to assurance 
for adequate provisions for mobiliza- 
tion of materials and resources during 
a national emergency, he has estab- 
lished a Planning Branch in his office. 
This branch, composed of selected of- 
ficers detailed from the various Supply 
services, is charged with the develop- 
ment of plans for the organization 
and methods to be employed in the con- 
trol and mobilization of industry and 
also with supervision and coordination 
of plans for the actual procurement of 
military supplies and equipment dur- 
ing an emergency. 

Plans for Industrial Mobilization are 
undergoing constant study and revis- 
jon. This is of the utmost importance 
when it is realized that industrial con- 
trol in its broader aspects will not be 
a War Department responsibility, but 
will be a function of the Chief Execu- 
tive, acting in accordance with provi- 
sions of the Constitution and of law, 
and through the agencies proposed in 
the plans. It is essential, therefore, 
that these plans reflect the current 
opinion of Congress, of the President 
and of industry, labor and finance; 
otherwise, they will be obsolete when 
an emergency arises. 

The Planning Branch makes exhaus- 
tive studies of the files of the War In- 
dustries Board and of procurement ac- 
tivities during the World War. The 
leading financial and industrial pub- 
lications are studied. Intimate contact 
is maintained with the Navy .and 
other Governmental Departments and 
agencies. 

In making plans for procurement of 
the vast quantities of supplies and ma- 
terial needed in war time, the Plan- 
ning Branch aids and supervises the 
Supply Services in making studies of 
the facilities available for their manu- 
facture; settling upon new facilities 
which will be required; calculating sec- 
ondary requirements, such as power, 
raw materials, etc.; investigating 
sources of supply and rates of produc- 
tion; devising ways of increasing rates 
of production where necessary; con- 
sidering what materials may not ce 
available in the United States under 
war conditions and developing  suit- 
able substitutes for such materials, 
and determining what war reserves are 
necessary to overcome known defi- 
ciencies. 

Preparation of specific plans for the 
procurement of military requirements 
is a function of the responsible supply 
services. These services compute the 
requirements, make the necessary con- 
tacts with industry and submit the fin- 
ished plan of the Assistant Secretary 
of War, where it is checked to see 
that it has been prepared in ac- 
cordance with announced policies, is 
in adequate detail, is in harmony with 
other procurement plans, and that the 
problems likely to occur in war have 
been considered and properly solved. 

Preliminary to the preparation of a 
specific plan, specifications for the 
item in question are prepared by the 
interested supply service. and _ sub- 
mitted to the Planning Branch, 
where they are checked in order to 
insure the procurability of the item 
and for purposes of coordination. 

In order to distribute the indus- 
trial load evenly on the country, the 
United States has been divided geo- 
graphically into 14 procurement dis- 
tricts. It is through the personnel of 
the various supply services on duty 
in these districts, that actual contact 
with the industrial facilities is main- 
tained. 

The Assistant Secretary of War al- 
locates plants and factories, suitable 
for producing military requirements, 
to each of the supply services in ac- 
cordance with its needs. The items to 
be produced are then apportioned by 
the Supply Services to the individual 
facilities so allocated in order to 
equalize the load with due regard to 
available resources of power, labor, 
transportation, fuel, etc. The pro- 
ducers to whom the item has been ap- 
portioned then sign schedules of pro- 
duction, which indicate their willing- 
ness to enter into production of the 
item in the event of an emergency. 

A proportionate number of facili- 
ties have been set aside for use of the 
Navy. As a general rule, only 50 per 
cent of the normal capacity of each

Secretary Commends Men 


‘THE Secretary of the Navy has sent 
letters of commendation to three 
enlisted men of the Navy for their 
relief work following the earthquake 
in Managua, Nicaragua, on March 31, 
1931. John Quincy Williams, Chief 
Pharmacist’s Mate, USN; Lee F. Cur- 
tis, Chief Pharmacist’s Mate, USN, and 
John Chambers Torian, Pharmacist’s 
Mate, 1cl, USN, are the men honored. 
Williams was on guard duty at the 
Guardia Nacional General Hospital, 
Managua, at the time of the earth- 
quake. He assisted the Medical Di- 
rector of the Guardia Nacional in giv- 
ing first aid at the penitentiary, 
which had been destroyed, and assisted 
in preparing many of the severely in- 
jured persons for transportation to the 
city. He also worked continuously as 
an anesthetist for the surgeons “far 
beyond the call of duty.” During the 
days following the earthquake, Wil- 
liams assisted in establishing the La 
Loma field hospital and later in re- 
constructing the building which was 
used as a Guardia hospital. Williams 
is now attached to the Naval Operat- 
ing Base, Hampton Roads, Va. 

Curtis, after giving first aid to many 
of the injured in Managua, assisted in 
their treatment and care at the 
Brigade Field Hospital. Later, with- 
out rest, he resumed his duties as lab- 
oratory technician and 
necessary to expeditiously insure a 
safe supply of water for the naval 
personnel and the foreign refugees.” 
Curtis is attached to the Naval Hos- 
pital, San Diego, Calif. 

During the emergency period fol- 
lowing the earthquake, Torian estab- 
lished and assumed full charge of the 
only permanent first aid station lo- 
cated in the stricken area of the city 
of Managua. He worked constantly for 
a period of 30 hours rendering first: 
aid to the injured. Torian is attached 
to the USS Wickes, destroyer, Train- 
ing Squadron, Scouting Force.

Air Corps Notes 

A NUMBER of important develop- 

ments and tests have been evolved 
by the Army Air Corps in recent 
months. An all metal, skin-stressed 
wing has been designed, which is 
stronger for its weight than the usual 
cantilever wing. The variable pitch 


propellor has received considerable 
testing as has the Kreusi radio com- 
pass. Another development worthy of 
note is the triangle parachute which 
allows a certain amount of control, 


' has a lower rate of descent and is 


practically free from the usual swing- 
ing motion. 

Skin-Stressed Wing.—The conven- 
tional type of all-metal wing consists 
of an internal structure and a cover- 
ing, the internal structure being de- 
signed to take the entire load. The 
covering of the wing is so much dead 
weight, therefore, as far as the 
stregth of the wing is concerned. This 
covering is in an ideal position to con- 
tribute to this strength, inasmuch as 
it is at the farthest point from the 
centerline or neutral axis, but it has 
not been utilized for this purpose be- 
cause of the difficulty of calculating 
the exact amount that it may be de- | 
pended on to contribute.

Controllable Propeller—This pro- 
peller has completed about 400 hours 
of flight testing on the Liberty-engined 
0-2H. By allowing the most efficient 
engine speed at climbing and cruising 
speeds as well as high speed, this pro- 
peller results in improved performance 
and fuel economy. 


Radio Compass.—The Kreusi Radio 
Compass has been tested at the Divi- 
sion. Tuning in on a local broadcast- 
ing station at about 100 miles dis- 
tance and following the indicator, the 
airplane was brought directly over the 
transmitter. 


Triangle Parachute.—The first out- 
standing improvement on the present 
standard pack-type parachute, which 
was developed at the Division directly 
following the war, is the triangle para- 
chute, evolved under the direction of 
Maj. E. L. Hoffman. One corner of 
the triangle is left open in the form 
of a vent through which the air es- 
capes from the parachute. The es- 
caping stream of air serves to propel 
the parachute through the air at an 
appreciable horizontal velocity, which 
allows the wearer some control over 
his place of landing. The triangle 
parachute has a lower rate of descent 
than any other ’chute, and it is prac- 
tically free from the usual swinging 
motion. 

Arament.—Up to 1925, the arma-~ 
ment in use by the Air Corps was a 
heritage of the War. It became evi- 
dent, with the increasing performance 
of military airplanes, that improved 
armament would be necessary if the 
increased performance was to be use- 
ful. The old Nelson synchronizing 
gear which functioned adequately on 
the Liberty engine failed to operate 
on the newer high-speed engines; the 
old type Scarff ring mount was inop- 
erative at the higher air speeds of the 
newer airplanes. Gun sights and bomb 
sights had to be compensated for 
higher speeds and altitudes, and the 
time lag*in the mechanically operated 
bomb rack had to be eliminated. At 
the present time synchronizer gears 
are available which operate satisfactor- 
ily up to the highest diving engine 
speeds; flexible gun mounts have been 
developed so that the gunner can sit 
at his work, and gun sights are com- 
pensated for air speed. The electric- 
ally operated bomb rack eliminates the 
time lag of the old mechanically op- 
erated rack and allows selective or 
salvo control at will. Fully compen- 
sated bomb sights which are operated 


| at altitudes beyond the effective range 


of anti-aircraft fire, and enclosed bomb 
—— for fast bombers are now avail- 
able. 

Hydraulic Winch.—The type A-6 bal- 
loon winch, which uses a_ hydraulic 
infinitely variable transmission in 
place of the older gear transmission, 
has been tested and has resulted in 
much greater flexibility and ease of 
control than were possible with the 
gear transmission. The engine is set 
to operate at a constant speed, the 
speed of the winch being controlled 
entirely by variation in the ratio of 
the transmission. The transmission 
consists of a hydraulic pump and a 
hydraulic motor. The pump is driven 
from the engine, and by varying its 
displacement it is possible to vary the 
speed ratio. . 

Museum.—At the present time the 


_ Air Corps Museum at the Materiel Di- 
vision is being extended and improved. 


Larger quarters have been obtained,. 
and the old exhibits are being reno- 
vated and rearranged. A very com- 
prehensive exhibit of war-time and 
post-war airplanes and engines is on: 
hand, and it is planned to have ex- 
hibits which will mark the progress- 
of all kinds of aeronautical develop- 
ment. A study’ is being made of the 
management and arrangement of in- 
dustrial and technical museums 
throughout the country so that the 
Air Corps Museum will be amongst 
the best of its kind.

“By 1936 of the 52,700 tons of sub- 
marines allowed us under the treaty 
we shall have 20 vessels (26,700 tons) 
and 11 of these vessels will have but a 
year or two more of service before be- 
coming obsolete. 

“I can picture the indignation of 
the American people shotld an acci- 
dent such as that which happened to 
the S-4 overtake an obsolete sub- 
marine kept on active duty. 

“In aircraft carriers we have noth- 
ing but the Lexington and Sara- 


construction, the Ranger, which 
amounts to a little over one-half of 
our treaty quota. And in cruisers, 
even when the seven 8-inch gun cruis- 
ers now building are in commission, 
we shall be far behind our quota with 
both Great Britain and Japan. 

“The demand of this country for a 
treaty navy along the ratio lines is a 
demand for an actual navy and not for 


‘a treaty limitation beyond which we 


cannot built and up to which we do 
not take steps to build. 

“The Administration sponsored a 
small preliminary program for the 
current fiscal year at the last session 
of Congress. The program was ap- 
proved by both Committees on Naval 
Affairs of the House and of the Senate, 
but in the great pressure of business 
at the short session it was found im- 
possible to get congressional action. 
Anyone familiar with the situation in 
the last session of Congress will real- 
ize the difficulties that we, who were 
sponsoring this measure, had‘to con- 
tend with. 

“The same situation is likely to oc- 
cur at every short session of Congress. 
Failure to authorize a_ shipbuilding 
program means the impossibility of 
the Budget’s recommending in the an- 
nual estimates any appropriations for 
shipbuilding and leaves uncertain the 
amount of money that will be needed 
for that purpose in the allotment of 
the revenues of the Government. 

“When the Navy Department spon- 
sored and submitted to Congress the 
preliminary building program which I 
have referred to, it was their intention, 
after this preliminary building pro- 
gram should have been started, to pre- 
sent to the new Congress (the Seventy- 
second) which will assemble in De- 
cember, a complete plan for bringing 
up the Navy to the London Treaty 
strength. Apparently the Department’s 
plans have been changed and it does 
not intend to submit such a program 
for the consideration of the new Con- 
gress. 

“At the opening of the next session 
of Congress Mr. Britten, the Chairman 
of the Committee on Naval Affairs of 
the House, and I, intend to introduce 
in both branches of Congress similar 
bills, authorizing, not a piece-meal an- 
nual building up of the Navy, but a 
general building up to the terms of 
the London Treaty, including the nec- 
essary replacement of obsolete ships. 

“This is in line with the program 
authorized in 1916, the last ships of 
which program are the 12 destroyers, - 
for the building of 11 of which Con- 
gress appropriated at the last session.

General Moseley pointed out that 
we have finally reached a period in our 
history when we have a definite plan 
for coordinating the war-time needs of 
the Army and Navy with industry. 
This he said is the fourth step in our 
progress. The first came after the em- 
barrassment of the Spanish-American 
war, when we instituted a system of 
Army schools not equaled in any army 
in the world, culminating as they do 
in the Army Industrial College, the 
Army War College, and the General 
Staff Corps. 

The second stage, he said, was that 
the failure of the militia in ’98 caused 
the establishment of the principle of 
National Defense on a national basis. 
The militia has thus been remolded 
into the federalized National Guard, 
and its worth proven many a time, 
During our preparation for the late 
war we established the principle of the 
draft, and the last great stepping stone 
is the establishment of a practical plan 
for industrial preparedness for the sup- 
ply of our forces.

Budget to present to us an orderly 
program of shipbuilding which Con- 
gress can follow out in its annual ap- 
propriations, and should it appear that 
the other powers parties to the treaty 
are not building all of the ships al- 
lowed them we on our part can fol- 
low suit and the ships not needed to 
keep up to the ratio terms need not 
be built. 

“This plan to authorize at once the 
building up to the limitations of the 
London Treaty has already been ap- 
proved by the American Legion in the 
report of its committee on national de- 
fense at the recent convention at De- 
troit, which report was approved by 
the convention. 

“This plan if enacted into legislation 
by the next Congress will uphold the 
position taken by our delegates at the 
London Conference, and will obviate 
the inevitable annual fight for author- 
ization to build up our Navy, which 
fight causes so much distress and 
agony to the pacifists of the country 
and to the foreign naval powers who 
are willing to concede to us the ratios 
of the London Treaty provided we do 
not build up to them. 

“Tt will make us immeasurably 
stronger at the Geneva Conference, or 
any ensuing conference that may be 
held, in standing for our American 
rights, and will in the long run cause 
the other naval powers to lessen their 
programs when they understand that 
building by them means inevitable 
building by this country.”

(pRDERS issued by the War Depart- 
ment on Sept. 23, 1931, announced 
| the retirement from active duty of 
| Mr. Sgt. Thornton York, a mem- 
| ber of the Detached Enlisted Men’s

CHARGE FOR NAVY GAMES 


dent’s Organization for the Relief of

The Athletic Commit- 
tee of the Navy Athletic Association 
has, with the approval of the Super- 
intendent, arranged to charge admis- 
sion to football games to be played at 
the Naval Academy during the cur- 
rent season, the proceeds of which will 
be donated to relief purposes. 


Admission rates for games played 
at the Academy will be as follows: 


For the Delaware game, Oct. 17, the 
regular rate will be $1.00, while the 
reduced rate is $0.50. The same-will 


game on Oct. 31, and Wooster College 
game on Nov. 28. For the Southern
